Leaving 
high and lofty tumbling, for choice, to this 
master of the art, І wished M. Blondin and his 
helpful son good-bye, and descended from his 
room to the floor of the Aquarium, to watch and

President Cleveland has a good record—and 
а good: wifey. whom he had the felicity to 
marry during his term of Presidency. Born in 
1837, the year our gracious Queen ascended the 
throne, Mr. Grover Cleveland is a native of New 
Jersey, the son of a Congregational pastor in a 
rural village. He was educated in the common 


as assistant-teacher in the heneficent Asylum for 
the Blind there after he had had a turn at a 
grocery store. Like Charles Dickens, he also 
had an early spell at the law, becoming clerk to 
a firm of lawyers, Rogers and Bowen, in Cleveland, 
Ohio. He was Assistant District Attorney for Erie 
County three years ; Sheriff of Erie County in 770; 
and Mayor of Buffalo in 1881. He was chosen 
Governor of the State of New York by a majority 
of nearly 200,000; and, albeit he ranked as a 
Democrat, Mr. Cleveland endeavoured so strenu- 
ously and well to purify the administration of 
New York that several New York Republicans of 
influence backed him against Mr. Blaine for the 
Presidency in 1884. Mr. Cleveland had the high 


honour to be elected President of the United 
States, and to be “тап” for a second time as 
candidate for the Presidency. 


'To give a notion 
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of the deep interest naturally taken in the elec- 
tion, we may mention that the greater portion of 
Saturday last was occupied by the New York 
Democrats and Republicans in their rival pro- 
cessions; the Democrats claiming 75,000 men in 
their line of march, and the Republicans 40,000. 


GENERAL BENJAMIN HARRISON, 


the Republican candidate, is a soldierly-looking 
man below the middle height, of easy dignity of 
manner.

General Harrison traces his descent from this

Born on Aug. 20, 1833, in his grandíather's 
house at North Bend, Ohio, Benjamin Harrison 
was a strong lad, mentally and physically. He 
graduated at Miami Uniyersity, Oxford, Ohio. 
Fair-haired and square-shouldered, he began the 
battle of life at twenty-one in a lawyer's office, 
with a wife to provide for. In America young 
men of natural ability quickly rise. He quickly 
became known as an able Republican speaker. 
In the Civil War he received the first commission 
for the Seventieth Regiment. He proved himself 
a brave and skilful soldier. He gallantly led the 
assault at Resaca, May 15, 1364, and captured 
both lines and guns. General “Jo” Hooker 
bestowed upon him enthusiastic praise for his 
valour at Peach-tree Creek, and declared on the 
battle-field he would make Colonel Harrison 
Brigadier-General for his part in the fight. 
General Harrison took part in the Battle of 
Nashville, was at the surrender of Johnston, and 
with his command participated in the final re- 
view of the Union l'orces with the late General 
Grant and General Phil Sheridan at Washington. 
General Harrison took his seat in the Senate on 
the day General Garfield was inaugurated, and 
proved himself a rare but effective orator. He 
was in the practice of his profession at Indian- 
apolis when called upon to fight for the Presi- 
dency as the Republican Candidate. He wears 
a blonde beard; and is as approachable as a 
public man ought to be.

THE CZAR’S ACCIDENT. 


We unfeignedly congratulate the Emperor and 
Empress of Russia upon their lucky escape from 
the terrible disaster that befell their train on 
Oct. 29. The following is the official account of 
the accident to the Russian Imperial train, 
furnished by the Minister of the Imperial 
household :— 

Тһе Imperial train, which left Taranvoka at 
noon on the 29th, ran off the rails between that 
place and Borki, at a point where the line passed 
through a very deep gorge. At the time of the 
accident, the Emperor and Empress, with all the 
members of the Imperial family and suite, were at 
breakfast in the dining-saloon. When the first 
carriage left the metals, the train oscillated violently, 
aud the succeeding carriages heeled over. ‘Ihe 
dining-saloon, although remaining on the track, was 
distigured past recognition, the spring work, with 
the wheels, being completely knocked out, and the 
sides of the carriage crushed. The roof was turned 
on one side, and thus served as a sort of shield to the 
occupants of the saloon. 

It seems incredible that with such havoc as was 
wrought any of the passengers in the train should 
have escaped unhurt. But God protected the Czar 
and his family, and they left the débris of the saloon 
without injury. All its other occupants were also 
saved, haying only received some slight contusions, 
with the exception of Aide-de- Camp General 
Scheremeteff, who suffered more than the others, 
but was not seriously injured. 

It is to be regretted, however, that the wrecking 
of the other portions of the train was accompanied 
by loss of lite. ‘The killed included Captain Bresdh, 
Staff Captain in the Courier Service, a physician, a 
secretary, and another official, two couriers, a chum- 
ber Cossack, a Chasseur, five railway servants, 
and six soldiers of the railway battalion. Mighteen 
other persons were injured. 

Baron St. Jernval, Chief Inspector of Railways, 
received a severe shock. ‘The Czarina herself super- 
intended the arrangements for rendering help to the 
injured, notwithstanding the extremely bad weather, 
rain falling continuously, and the ground being іп a 
slippery condition. ‘he Czar several times descended 
the incline to look after the dead and injured, and 
only entered the reserve train which was held in 
readiness when the last of the injured had been 
placed in the ambulance train. 


The well-informed Grashdanin says :— 


The Emperor was just about to take coffee, which 
was being handed to him by а footman. ‘he latter 
was killed, аз was likewise the dog, which was lying 
at his Majesty's feet. The flooring of the carriage 
collapsed, and all the occupants were precipitated on 
to the ground. 


A CHANNEL COLLISION. 


Last Sunday afternoon news came to hand, at Wey- 
mouth, of a serious collision in mid-Channel; and 
shortly afterwards the crew of the Norwegian barque 
Nor (Captain Bjonness), consisting of fourteen men, 
arrived there, having been landed an hour previously 
at Portland by the steamer Shagbrook, of London. 
Meantime, the steamer Waterbird, of Liverpool, 
came into Weymouth Harbour, with eight men who 
had been picked up in a boat in mid-Channel on 
Sunday morning. ‘Chey are supposed to be the only 
survivors of a crew numbering thirty men, belonging 
to the steamer Saxmundham (Captain Milne), which 
was run into by the Norwegian barque Nor, shortly 
after two o'clock in the morning, about thirty miles 
off St. Catherine's Point. ‘The Saxmundham, 1632 
tons register, was bound from the Tyne to Ancona 
with a cargo of coaland coke. On arriving in Wey- 
mouth, the men were taken to the Sailors’ Home, 
where every attention was paid to their wants. Those 
on board the Saxmundham went down with her.

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MR. GLADSTONE'S GREAT 
WELCOME TO BIRMINGHAM. 


Mr. GLADSTONE, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Gladstone and the Rey. Harry and Mrs. Drew, drove 
from Hawarden last Monday morning to Saltney 
Station. On both platforms within some fifty or 
sixty more fortunate of the spectators were assembled. 
The first to arrive from Hawarden was the ever- 
faithful 
“LADY MARGARET,” 

the Hawarden carrier to Chester, who never permits 
Mr. Gladstone to depart on such occasions without 
her special presence. The old lady, a handsome 
old dame, is proud of being able to boast that 
she is the same age as the right hon. gentleman. 
Mr. Gladstone was accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone, 
the Rev. Harry and Mrs. Drew, and Mr. Edward 
Hall, of Barnsbury, London, Radical box - office 
keeper of Covent-Garden Theatre, who had arrived 
at the castle the previous day.

hour, there was considerable cheering, large crowds

AT WELLINGTON, 
where a table furnished with luncheon had been laid 
outin the six-foot way. There was great cheering 
as the train drew up at the platform. Captain 
Patchett and Mr. Moore presented an address on 
behalf of the Wellington and Shrewsbury Liberals 
respectively, and there were loud cries for a speech ; 
but Mr. Gladstone contented himself with replying 
in a conversational tone. He said he received the 
addresses with great pleasure, and he was delighted 
to observe on perusing them that they fully recog- 
nised that the Irish Question was really the English, 
Scotch, and Welsh question, and that without a 
settlement of it there could be neither solid peace 
nor effectual progress in this country. 


AT BIRMINGHAM RAILWAY STATION 

a large crowd of spectators had gathered, and as the 
train steamed into Snow-hill Station there was 
great cheering. Amongst those who met Mr. Glad- 
stone were Mr. Childers, M.P., Sir Walter Foster, 
M.P., and Lady Foster, Mr. and Mrs. H. G. Reid, 
Sir James Kitson, Mr. Schnadhorst, Mr. Hudson, 
Mr. R. Tangye, Alderman Cook, Dr. Crossley, 
Councillor Osler, and other prominent Liberals. 
Miss Gladstone was also ой ше platform. On alight- 
ing, Mr. Gladstone was presented with a bouquet of 
flowers by Lady Foster. 

From Snow-hill Station, Birmingham, the right 
hon. gentleman was driven by his host, Sir W. 
Foster, through the principal streets to the Town- 
hall; and was continuously cheered by the crowds 
who had gathered to welcome his arrival. Mr. Osler, 
chairman of the Birmingham Liberal Association, 
presented him with an elaborately illuminated 
address. In welcoming him it spoke of him as the 
greatest living exponeut of Liberal policy, based on 
high culture and broad sympathies, and fitted to 
elevate the charaeter, incite the aspirations, and 
satisfy the intelligence of the nation. 

In replying to the address, Mr. Gladstone ex- 
pressed his regret that Birmingham was not now 
politically as it was on his last visit, eleven years 
ago. After reference to the Irish political prisoners, 
who, he said, were much less barshly trented 
by the Liberal Administration than by the present 
Minis » he turned to Foreign Affairs. Ministers 
had made an а ent with the Powers 
about the Suez Canal, and with Russia about 
the Afghan frontier; with regard to those 
matters the Opposition saw nothing to com- 
plain of. But he regretted that, with respect 
to the Balkan Peninsula, he saw no modification 
of the danger to European peace; and the 
Sackville incident ought to teach the Conservatives 
to moderate their braggadocio in respect to Foreign 
Affairs. Among the remaining topics of a long 

eech were the waste of the time of Parliament by 
the Government, and the defects of the Local 
Government Bill. He reiterated the points which 
last year he had insisted on at Nottingham—viz., the 
necessity for carrying out the principle of one man 
one vote, the reform of the land laws, and the righ$ 
of the people of Scotland and England to raise the 
question of Church Disestablishment. They were now 
engaged in fighting the battle under cireumstances 
of great difficulty. They had lost many influential 
men, and the Septennial Act was against them, but, 
on the other hand, their strongest point was that 
they had a good cause, and a winning cause. He 
quoted a great number of statistics, and prophesied the 
coming doom of the Dissentient at the next 
election, and resumed his seat after speaking өр 
hour and forty-five minutes.

PLUCKY MILITARY FEAT. 
CARRYING A POSITION 9000 FEET HIGH. 


A TELEGRAM from Kazeoba camp states that on 
Friday a detachment under General Channer carried 
the Gorapher peak of the Chaila Mountain at a 
height of 9500 ft.—a position never before success- 
fully assaulted by a hostile force. The ascent was 
from knoll to knoll, which, to our surprise, were 
undefended; then through a thick forest; and 
finally up steep, stony crags, which ran out like a 
buttress from the precipice in the forest where the 
enemy’s skirmishers waited concealed. Our leading 
troops advanced within forty yards before firing was 
opened. Our casualties were only one man killed 
and one wounded, both privates in the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers. On emerging from the forest the 
summit, whereon the mountaineers were seen in 
greater force, was rushed by the first companies of 
the Northumberland Fusiliers and the- Ik hyberees, 
racing up neck and neck. ‘lhere were no further 
casualties. The position was an exceedingly strong 
one, and if the enemy had defended it with courage 
they must have caused us heavy loss.

COLLIERY EXPLOSION IN 
FRANCE. 


One of the greatest colliery explosions 
ever known in France took place on 
Friday night, Nov. 2, in the colliery of 
Cransac iu the Aveyron. Тһе incident 
took place at a depth of 500ft. in the 
St. Barbaras pit.
